The  Associated  Press  recently 
released  a  story  about  a  BVI  survey 
on  Industrial  Vision  Testing,   It 
certainly  is  not  beyond  the  realn 
of  possibility  that  sone  of  you  nay 
earn  part  of  your  livlihood  in  opt- 
onetry  by  attention  to  the  visual 
problens  of  large  conpanies  and 
their  enployees.   Parts  of  the  AP 
news  release  are  printed  herewith: 
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^ Dean  R,  H.  Green,  '29,  Advisor 

"Anerican  industry  can  gain  nuch 
by  keeping  an  eye  on  enployees' 
vision,  a  Better  Vision  Institute 
survey  reveals.   Benefits  range 
fron  neasurable  changes  in  pro- 
duction  and  fewer  accidents  to  in- 
proved  enployee  health  and  norale." 

"BVI  queried  50  conpanies  on  the 
value  of  industrial  visual  exanina- 
tions,  apart  fron  ordinary  safety 
prograns.   Responses  cane  fron  32, 
ranging  in  size  fron  corporate 
giants  that  nake  steel  and  electri- 
cal products  to  relatively  snail 
nanufacturere  of  shirts  and  netal 
novelties.   Of  these,  26  had  conpanj 
wide  industrial  vision  testing 
prograns, " 

"'Not  one  would  even  consider 
giving  up  its  progran, '  BVI ' s 
executive  secretary  August  Nelson 
said,   'This  should  nake  other 
conpanies  think  about  what  they 
nay  be  nissing.""

"Four  out  of  ten  enployees,  on 
the  average,  were  found  to  have  in- 
adequate vision  for  their  jobs  at 
the  inauguration  of  the  prograns, 
Alnost  all  of  these  had  no  idea 
their  vision  was  faulty.

"Visually  qualified  workers  in 
one  section  earned  four  to  nine 
cents  per  hour  nore  than  those  who 
couldn't  see  as  well  for  their  jobs 
at  G.E.   Training  tine  dropped  fron 
12  to  35/&  when  workers  in  a.nother 
section  were  visually  qualified. 
Motorola's  reported  rejects  in  one 
departnent  decreased  75/^  in  two 
nonths  after  a  progran  was  started, 
and  turn-over  dropped  \0%   in  one 
ye8.r  in  another.   The  conpany 
altered  a  training  progran  to  con- 
forn  to  visual  skill  requirenents 
and,  a.s  a  result,  turn- over  and 
resignations  dropped  noticeably. 
Training  tine  dropped  greatly.   To 
dranatize  this  point,  1?  persons 
with  substandard  visual  skills 
were  hired  during  a  rush  season. 
Within  one  nonth,  all  but  one  had 
to  be  dropped  fron  the  payroll  be- 
cause they  were  unable  to  keep  up 
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-■vlth  their  jobs." 

'•Sone  conpanies  reported  they 
found  color-blind  personnel  doing 
jobs  that  required  fairly  acute 
color  vision.   Others  found  in- 
adequate side  vision  was  a,dversely 
affecting  the  work  in  a  number  of 
cases.   Several  conpanies  dis- 
covered eyesight  correction,  sub- 
sequent to  general  visual  exanin- 
ations,  helped  keep  experienced 
older  personnel  on  the  payroll. 
Others  said  the  progran  had  un- 
covered sone  eye  illnesses  which 
in  nost  cases  were  cured  through 
early  treatnent  and  in  a  few  in- 
stances actually  saved  lives." 

The  release  continues  to  cite 
exanples  of  how  the  prograns  in 
various  concerns  have  been  bene- 
ficial, and  then  it  lists  the 
conpanies  which  contributed  the 
inforna-tion  to  the  survey.   This 
nakes  very  thought-provoking 
reading.   It  is  of  interest  that 
one  of  the  students  in  school 
this  year  intends  to  start  prac- 
tice in  the  office  of  an  optone- 
trist  who  has  been  running  such 
prograns  for  two  industrial  con- 
cerns.  In  addition,  this  optoae- 
trist  acts  as  a  lighting  engineer 
and  consultant  for  various  indus- 
tries in  his  netropolitan  area.
